I'rotessor H. L. Bolh y of the North i 
Dakota Agricultural college has lie j 
come convinced, through his studies, j 
that it is not necessary that the flax 
seed crop shoti! I be lost to the North-! 
west. 
At this time he can only say 
that the flax crop is not destructive to 
the fertility of the soli, and that with 
proper handling the new soils of the ! 
Northwest need not he infected w ith j 
the diseases which have driven the 
crop out of the soils in the older re­ 
gions, and that with proper handling , 
the crop can he placed into profitable j 
growth upon the older lands where 
the diseases now exist.

FIRES NOT UNDER CONTROL 


Still Advancing Eastward Toward Mis­ 
soula, Mont. 
Missoula, Mont , Aug. 27.— Notwith­ 
standing the heavy fall of rain and 
snow on the B itte r Root mountains 
during the past week, tires are still 
rolling toward this district from the 
Idaho side of the divide and a heavy 
pall of smoke is again enveloping this 
city. Northern Pacific railway officials 
report no tires are threatening the ter­ 
ritory directly tributary to the line 
through the Coeur d’Alenes. 
Reports 
of vandalism are reaching this city 
from many points through the tire 
swept country and appeals for police 
protection are being hourly made. 
The county authorities are deputiz­ 
ing civilians to protect property in the 
villages deserted during the storm of 
fire. 
Unoccupied residences are loot­ 
ed and in many instances tired to cov­ 
er the crime. Rescue parties aro re­ 
turning with good reports. 
In many 
cases all of the men for whom relief 
expeditions were organized have been 
found. 
The casualty list in the Coeur 
d’Alene district will not be nearly as 
large as first reports indicated. 
The 
local relief fund amounts to over $5,- 
000.

Bennett,

with 
mining companies working near Trout 
creek, reports a distressing condition 
in the Trout creek district. 
In that 
territory hundreds of people have lost 
everything. 


Sawmills Destroyed. 


All of the mining and lumber camps 
together with sawmills and other com­ 
mercial 
enterprises, have 
been 
de­ 
stroyed.

forestry

Trout creek is gone, wdth ail stock 
and equipment. 
Charred and unrecognizable bodies 
have been found on Swamp creek and 
search for the missing is still being 
prosecuted. Near the mouth of Swamp 
creek all property for miles was licked 
up by the flames and between twenty- 
five and thirty persons have not been 
accounted for. 
A revised compilation made by the 
office of field district No. I, forest 
service, embracing the entire burned 
district in Idaho and Montana, gives 
eighty-six as the number of known 
dead in the employ of the service. 
Eighty-three employes are missing. 
Complete returns have not yet been 
received from the Coeur d’Alene re­ 
gion in the vicinity of Wallace. 
When those are in it is thought the 
list of missing will be reduced. 
The missing include the following: 
Ranger Hollingshead’s crew on Big 
creek, twenty-eight men; Ranger The- 
non's crew at Indian lake, thirty-four 
men; at the Seizer creek camps, five 
men. 
The district office still is hopeful 
That the Halm party is safe.

The manager of a wild west show 
on exhibition at Grand Island tried to 
help things along by wiring to the 
agent in charge of the Roosevelt train, 
urging him not to stop here.

Honesty in Public Life. 


In his speeches Colonel Roosevelt 
continued to talk about honesty in pub­ 
lic and private life and to attack the 
crooked man and the crooked public 
servant. 
He also spoke about New 
York, referring to the situation in his 
own state while talking to the people 
of Council Bluffs. 
Earlier in the day he issued a state­ 
ment in regards to the New York pro­ 
gressives and denouncing bossism and 
corrupt 
alliances 
between 
business 
and politics. Supplementing this state­ 
ment later, he said that he would not 
permit the "old guard” of New York 
state to pick the issue there. 
He said 
the great issue was not the fight to 
procure the enactment of a direct 
nominations primary law, but a fight 
against bossism. 
He said his state­ 
ment referred to the New' York situa­ 
tion solely and had no bearing on the 
situation in national politics. 
Two stanch progressives had long 
talks with the colonel. 
Senator Cum­ 
mins got on the train at Ames, la., and 
stayed there until he reached Omaha. 
At that point James R. Garfield, for­ 
mer secretary of the interior, joined 
the party. 
He is going to Cheyenne. 
Gifford Flnchot, former chief forester, 
who was expected to be at Cheyenne 
was not able to leave Washington, but 
will meet Mr. Roosevelt in Denver. 
Congressman 
Walter 
I. Smith, a 
stanch supporter of Speaker Cannon, 
also talked with Colonel Roosevelt. In 
introducing him to the people of Coun­ 
cil Bluffs Mr. Smith referred to the 
colonel as "the greatest American." 
When Colonel Roosevelt left New 
York all of the members of the party 
traveled in two cars, which were at­ 
tached to regular trains. 
The number 
of cars has grown until now there are 
six of them, made up in a special train.

Conditions Differ From America. 


In order to un derstand the work of 
these English police it m ust be rem em ­

kinds in entirely different proportions 
They have far few er m urders than 
tin* police on this side. 
America, of all 
modern civilized countries, is tilt* place 
in 
which 
m u rder is 
practiced 
most 
ruthlessly and abundantly. 
T h ere’s a 1 compared 
reason, of course. 
America has those 
hordes of 
foreigners 
pouring in 
at 
Ellis 
island 
constantly, 
anil 
those 
hordes include the refuse of E uropean 
nations, and this refuse furnishes a 
large proportion of tin* crim es which 
so swell tin* homicide statistics. 
They have few safe crackers and 
Du ilk robbers now adays. 
America is 
the field foi th at sort of operations 
because its population is diffuse. Its 
stores and banks are less safely g u a rd ­ 
ed. its habits are m ore careless, a n d its 
crim inals, nevertheless, are of the clev­ 
erest. 
E ngland is ti com pact country. 
well settled, well protected, a place 
where all the m eans of prevention have 
been developed to the highest degree. 
In th a t word prevention is the key to 
much of the w ork of Scotland Yard. 
T h at w onderful police m achine bends 
all its energies to prevent crime, so 
th a t it will not h ave to go to th e effort 
of h un tin g dow n the crim inal a fte r the 
w rong has been com m itted. 


Stool Pigeons Always There. 


Scotland Yard has a huge n um ber of 
stool pigeons aud inform ants. 
None 
of these are ever know n as being in 
tile employ of ‘th e Y ard.” but they go 
their accustom ed way, m ingling w ith 
their ow u sort, be they m urderers. 
thieves, an archists or w h a t not, and 
from tim e to tim e they give the police 
hints of w h at is going to happen, and 


the police see to it th a t the plot is 
frustrated.

betray it. 
'l’lie Italian squad in the New York 
d ep artm e n t w as un a tte m p t to mingle 
with people of a certain class and 
learn their intim ate ways. Jo e l ’olro- 
slno before the Black H an d got him 
in Italy used to put on a slouch hat. 
take a c h a ir at som e c o m e r faille in 
some Italian dive and spend a whole 
evening apparently 
dozing over his 
liquor, 
lait actually listening un sus­ 
pected to Hie conversation aro u n d him. 
But .as ti whole the New York de­ 
partm ent is 111 equipped w ith men who 
fire fitted for this sort of thing, and it 
never will have the w onderful corps of 
underw orld a ssistan ts th a t London has 
until suifi*‘ient money is provided.
